SAt.KM, Mass., Oat. 10.— Rt. Hon. Jo- 
Beph Chaniborluio, M.P., mudo a statement 
to-duy in rolution to tho oublegrani wiiich 
credited him with making overtures to tho 
Welsh members of Parliameat for the defeat 
of Mr. Gladstone and his ouooession to the 
premiership, He said : " Tho story is ab 
Bolutely childish. Thoro is not tho slight 
est foundation for it. Any Englishman 
would at once see tliot it was absurd on tho 
face of it. If I really wanted to become 
prime minister in Mr. Gladstone's place, 
tho Welsh members would have no power 
to gratify my ambition. They are only a 
handful in Parliament. Eight and twenty 
of them altogether. If Mr. Gladstone wore 
tuiQcd out of uiiice, it is tho other side of 
the Opposition, tho Conservatives and 
not the Liberal Unionists who would come 
into power, and tliey would furnish the 
I'rimo Minister. They are largely in the 
majority in the Unionist party, and I have 
not tlic slight dcubt that in tho event of 
Mr. Oladatoue's defeat und tho coming into 
power of tho Unionist party. Lord Salisbury 
would again aooept office." 

" I ahoald think," added tho ox ieader of 
the English Nationalists, "that Mr. Evans 
hua had bis credulity played upon by some 
one, for the story has not even tho advan- 
tage of probability. If Mr. Evans and Mr. 
LIuyd (ieurgo hold proofs as they claim, let 
them produce them and I shall believe it. I 
do not believe I have ever spoken to either 
of them in my life, and they are the very 
last people I should go to for political ussiai- 
unce. liut they say I sent a message. I 
do not attach any importance to their 
opinions ore way or the otlier, and there 
fore neither spoke to them nor .^ent Iheni a 
message," 

" Uoea your denial of tho statement made 
by tho Welsh paper mean, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, that, in tho event of the Conservative 
party coming into power, you woald not be 
willing to nooepfe the reBponslbilit^ of bO' 
coming Prime Minister?" was asked. 

" I shall never apeak about tho future, for 
I never know wbab tho conditions in tho 
futuro may be. All I can say is that tho 
evident retnlt would be that I should not 
be Pcimo Mitiiater. Nobody oau be Prime 
Mioitter.who does not command a majority 
in ths-Honae of Commons, and I don't com- 
mand .a 'majority even of the Opposition. 
That is all that need be said on tho subject." 

" I Buppoao your party regard the Homo 
Rule bill as dead," was asked Mr. Chamber- 
lain. "Oil, yes, for tlie present at least. 
By tho necessity of the case, it cannot come 
up before next year at the earliest. It can- 
not bo brought on till then iu any case, and, 
perhaps, not even then. Wlienever it comes 
it is going to meet again the s»nio fate it 
has already met. Whatever information 
you may receive through any correspond- 
ence that is generally sent from England to 
the United Htates, you may rely on it that 
the Uliidatonians will not como back into 
power again. As bdoii as they appeal to 
the people their fifte is sealed. Wo shall 
wipe out the Gladstouian majority com- 
pletely at the next election. I cannot sijy 
as to what our majority will be, but it will 
certainly be one which will make us indo- 
peniiont of the votes of tho Irish members." 

" When do you expect a general election 
to take place, Mr. Chamberlain''" The 
Hiriningham Unionist representative re- 
plied : "That is Mr. Gladstone's secret. 
It is well Known that political practice in 
England demands that the Gladatoniana 
should appeal to the people on the Home 
Rule (|uestion, as it is the most vital ques- 
tion In British politics, and the one on which 
the most BoriouB division of opinion exists 
amongst the electors. They seem inclined, 
however, in a way which I consider esson- 
tially dishonest, to defeat tho issue and de- 
fer an oleotion in order to secure a decision 
upon some by ([uestlon. I am perfectly cer- 
tain, though, that tricks of that kind will 
not succeed, and that, whether sooner or 
later, they will be oliliged to do what they 
ought to do now-, and that whenever the 
contest cdincs on the question, they will be 
defented by tho country." 

"What is your present position in Eng- 
lish polities — are you an out-and out su])- 
portor of tho policy ot the ("onservativo 
party or not " My potition at present," 
eald Mr. Chamberl.iiii, " is that of a moat 
loyiil ally of tho outer Unionist parly ; but 
it is only )iroper that they should bo in eou- 
trol of the Oppoalti'in as thoy are the moat 
numerous. Up to tho present time our re- 
lations with the Conservative loaders have 
been of tho most cordial character. There 
is not the slightest jealousy or want of con- 
fidence in either side, and anything whiob 
may be «aid to the contrary is a mere fabri- 
cation. " 

" In view of the fact that you have 
formerly advocated self-government for Ire 



the Homo Rulers ond Liberal- Unionists ? " 

" Not tho slightest," said Mr. Chamber- 
lain, " unless thoy abindon their present 
policy, although wo do not expect that. 
We have no desire of roconoiliation, and do 
not believe it possible. Siuco tho split, the 
Gladstonian party has gone from bad to 
worse, and their present policy is'suoh that 
it is almost impoBsiblo to contemplate what 
tho result of it will bo." 

"Are tho relations between Mr. Glad- 
stone and yourself kindly, Mr. Chamhor- 
luiu '!" "Oh, yes, everything is pleasant 
between us. Mr. Gladstone is very strong 
and enjoys oxeoUent health. Ho was 
stronger at tho close of tho session than he 
was ut tho beginning. He is a wonderful 
man, and was never hotter intellectually. 
No, I don't care tooritioiso his speeches last 
week iu Scotland, on this side of the water." 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said ho did not know what measures 
Mr. Gladstone would seek to carry through 
the conntry in addition to Home Rule. 

" Have you any programme of your own 
to place before the country ? '' 

" No, nothing that I care to say at pres- 
ent. Mr. Gladstone is in power, and it is 
no part of the. duty of the Opposition to 
point out what measures ought to be 
passed." 

Mr. Chamberlain also declared that thero 
was no danger of the English people abol- 
ishing the House of Lords, becauao of their 
failure to pass Home Rule, as thoy are 
within their strict constitutional right in 
defeating tho measure until tho country has 
had a chance to pass on it. Mr. Chamber- 
lain again repeated his former etatcment 
in regard to the charge made by 
the Welsh members ; " If I have a desire 
to gratify my ambition," he said, " by be- 
coming prime minister, I will seek to do it 
by some other means than by the aid of 
the Welsh membera." He said, in closing, 
that he did not know where he should go for 
tho next week or two, possibly to Chicago 
for a portion of the time, but ho will re- 
turn to London in timo for tho autumn ses- 
sion of Parliament,

WAsni.vtiTO.s', Oct. 10. — A report of tho 
sealskin industry made to tho State Depart- 
ment by Levi W. Myors, U.S. Consul at 
Viotoria, B.C., says that) the price of seal- 
skins has improved at Victoria since tho 
ridings of the Paris Court of Arbitration 
hecamo known. The schooners' owners, 
says Mr. Myers, are greatly disgusted with 
tho findings of tho Court, and are seeking 
consolation in various suggestions as to 
what oourBO to pursue and how to ovado tho 
restrictions imposed. One suggestion made 
is that the entire fleet be sold to the Home 
Government, which may then turn it over 
to the United States on such 
terms as it can, and lot seal- 
ing henceforth bo an American 
monopoly. They are willing, says Mr. 
Myers, to sell out at cost. "Another sug- 
gestion," he adds, "is that the fleet shall 
hereafter make its headquarters at Yoko- 
hama, fitting out from there." Others say, 
" Let us praoliae spearing and make tho 
best of it." One exasperating point is that 
no restrictions are made as to the killing of 
seals on the Pribylofl' islands or in terri- 
torial waters. This, thoy contend, is 
especially unfair and unreasonable. Mr. 
Myers reports that skins are sold at §15 per 
skin. The Penelope sold 2, "271 skins, upon 
her arrival at Victoria, at that price, giving 
her owners S3 t,'J05 — a comfortable thing for 
one season's venture. Other catches were 1 , 850 
by the May Belle, 2,400 by the Viva, 2,4m 
by the Carlotta G. Cox, 1,800 by tho Vera, 
1,500 by the Mary Ellon, 1,400 by tho 
Casco, 900 by tho Ariel, 900 by tho City of 
San Diego, 1,.100 by tho Libby, TOO by the 
Teresa, 700 by the AV. P. Hall ; while tho 
\V. P. Sayward, lho vessel that figured in 
the famous Behring Sea test case, before the 
United States Supremo Court, caught only 
.'lOO. All the vessels including tho Pene- 
lope, made their catches on the .Japan coast. 
Two Viotoria fjrma have shipped 10,910 
skins, valued at clOU.OOlJ, to London. An- 
other firm shipped more than 7,001) skins. 
About 2:2,000 skins have gono to the market 
up to tho dato of the report.

Rough 
weather was experienced throughout the 
trip, and many predicted that in so small a 
craft ho would never reach hia dealination. 
After croaaing tho Gulf ho was eight days 
rowing againut tho waters of tho Fraaer, tho 
current running with groat force, more 
especially between Sumaa and Chilliwuok. 
From Uouglaa at tho head of Harriaon 
Lake, he was obliged to journey overland 
for forty milea. At the Lillooet Lake a 
canoe was obtained, which onal>led him to 
reach hia deatination, after nearly four 
weeks' travel.

The pack trail which, 
is being made to the Meadowa from Howe 
Sound is nearly completed, and next year it 
ia tho intention to widen it into a wugon 
road.

Iho Next. largest to Chicago jDay— Numerous 
Attempts to ^Vork the Half iaxo

Chioaqo, Oot. 10.— This day at the ex- 
hibition promises to be the next largest to 
Chiaago,Day in point of attendance, although 
there is no speoial attraction outside of tho 
North Dukota celebration. Thouaanda of 
people were outside of the gatou at lOo'olock 
and tho jam in front of tho ticket oflioea was 
as groat aa yeaturday, because there were no 
souvenir licketa to bo purchased in advance. 
Probably 100,000 people were on tho grounds 
at 10 o'clock. This waa tho first day of tho 
directors' order regarding u ten cent adnda- 
sion for children of IC and under, and thou- 
sands of litllo ones came with their parents 
and other relatives to boo the fair. Tho 
I rnublea of tho expoailion employes at the 
children's gates were increased by the ut- 
tempts made to got hoys and girls over tho 
age of 12 years into the fair grounds for a 
dime instead of 25 cents. Children were 
turned back crying, while their parents de- 
nounced the keepers in all ianguages. The 
North l>akota building was elaborately 
decorated with flags, bunting and Chinese 
lanterns, and huudreds of people from the 
great wheat-growing prairie state assembled 
inside to meet Oovernor E. C. D. Shortridge 
and take part in the exercises.

Forts Fired On— Admiral Hello 
Never Intended Bombard- 
iBg Bio. 



Substantial Help for the Insurgents 
Sent From Bueuos 
Ayres. 

New Tobk, Oct. 10.— The Eerald's Mon- 
tevideo cable says : Information from Bio 
Janeiro, ia to tho effect that the nrcwa of 
the foreign warships ia tho harbor there 
will only bo landed to afford protection to 
persons of their respective nationalities who 
live in the city. The news that tho diplo 
matio oorpa has determined no longer to 
ignore the dangerous state of affairs in Rio, 
and has decided to land the naval forces, 
spread witli groat rapidity through tho 
oity, and produced almost frantic joy in all 
quarters. There will be no attempt to 
interfere between Peixoto and Mello, al- 
though the former has been notified that 
if he continues to plant batteries along 
the water front and erect fortifications 
the rebel admiral's foraea will be recognized 
as legitimate belligereuta. A large number 
of Brazilian naval offioan have left Santos 
for this oity to try to capture the Brazilian 
warship Tiradentes, wbioh is in the harbor. 
These officers are determined to got pos- 
session of the ship, and will use force if 
necesaary. If their efforts are successful 
the vessel will bo added to MoUo'a equadron. 

Rio l)K J.i.VKiuo, Oct. 10. — The rebel 
Kiuadron opened tiro ou tho forts to-day. 
Firing waa also opened on the other side of 
the bay opposite tlie city. It is believed 
tho in.sui gents intend to seize the Eitroma 
magazine to augment their powder aupply, 
which, it id aaid, ia becoming very short. 
It it appeara that the capture of tho maga- 
zine ia imminent, I'reaident Peixoto will 
proljably cause it to he blown up. A report 
that the foreign warships have landed sea- 
men to protect Bubjecta of their respective 
governmenta ia untrue. Admiral Mello, 
of tho insurgent ficet, has issued a manifeato 
declaring that he never intended bombard- 
ing tho city. Ho saya hia ships only ro- 
acnted the tiro directed at them from tho 
battoriea along the shore. The inaurgenta 
have not yet effected u footing in any of the 
states. An expedition of synipathizera with 
Admiral Mello set out from here to-day for 
Rio. Dr. Barros Cassal organized tho 
band. They sailed on the Portuguese steam- 
er Ciudad d'Oporto. A considerable quan- 
tity of mnnltions of war and provisions were 
taken. The steamer was lent by the own- 
ers of the Benohimal Company in Buenos 
Ayres. She has also on board some artil- 
lury men as well as infantry, and many of 
the officers and leaders of the revolt in Rio 
Grande do Sul. Cols. Chagas, (Proplcio and 
Pinto are also on board. The latter it was 
who captured the Italia with Admiral Wan- 
delkok not long Ago. Tho Ciudad d'Oporto 
also uarriua m.uiy ex-pupila of tho Rio mili- 
tary school, and ae\'eral persons who were 
formerly Hdlmiicotliats, and have now 
joined tho movement against Peixoto. 

A HOLY WAB. 

Tho Uohammedana Desire to Be Let Loosu 
on the Cliristians In Person. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 10.— Alarming re- 
ports concorning the missionaries in Persia 
have come to the Prcabytcriana here. Lot- 
tera juat received declare that Mohammo- 
duns havo petitioned their high priests for 
an old time holy war. Murders have al- 
ready begun, one Christian merchant having 
been hacked to pieces after nails had been 
driven into his body. Christians have peti- 
tioned the Shah to allow them to surrender 
their property and leavo for America.

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THE FAR, FAR NORTH. 



Mr. McCouuell and His Party Explore 
the Sourcii of the. Great 
Miii'kt'iizu!. 

A Land of Gold and Game— Omiueca 
Gold Tract Extends to the 
Piudlay. 

Strange UB it may seem, the great Mac- 
kenzie river, tiie mightiest stream on the 
Amerioan continent ' exoepting only the 
Misaiasippi, haa never been traced to its 
head, and up to the presout the eouroo from 
which it issues has only been known I'roni 
Indian report. That mystery. Iiae, how- 
ever, now been solved by Mr, R. 6. Mo- 
Connell, of the Dominion Geological Survey, 
who hua ju9t returned from a four months' 
explorntiou trip in thoao regions. 

Mr. MoConuoll arrived in Britisli CoUun- 
bia from Ottawa in June, and started out 
on his trip from Qaesuelle on the 9tb of 
tliat month. From Quesnelle, the party of 
six prooeed'ed in oanoea up the Frascr to 
Giaoome Portage. This is seven and a hulf 
miles ' long, and after crossing it they pro- 
ceeded down Crooked river to Fort Me- 
Leod. Their route then lay down Ptiranip 
river to the ioi ks, where Findlay river 
meets the Puranip, and gives birth to Peace 
river. 

On ronohinc; Fiudlay River, Mr. Mo- 
Counell really comiiicneed his aummer'a 
work, UB the cliief object of his trip wna 
to explore thut river, and if poasiblo tlie 
Oniiueca also. Mr. McConnell ucoordingly 
went up the Findiiiy Kiver to ita junction 
with the Ominecu, and followed the latter 
river to its head, returning down it again to 
the aamo apot. The river is eaaily navig:iblo 
on the upper portion, but in the first thirty 
milca it falls over 500 feet, and is uonse- 
quently extremely rapid and diGBonlb to 
ascend. 

Mr. McConnell then procaeded up the 
Findlay River. Whites have been up the 
Omineca Kiver previous to him, aa at one 
time thut wna a fiinious gold counlry, but 
Mr. McConnell and hia party were the 
first whitea ever to ascend the Findlay 
River to ita head. The river ia about 
miles long, and is navigable for the 
greater portion of the way in cunota, 
though owing to rapida, the party had to 
proceed the lust fifty miles on foot, an 
arduous taak owing to the roughneaa of 
the country. The country is very moun- 
tainous, and though at the lower part 
of^ the river the valley ia six milea wide, 
the mountains come right down to the 
water's edge in the upper portion. At its 
mputh the Findlay is about as wide as the 
Fraaer at Quesnelle. It is not very deep 
except in the oanona, where the current is 
strong, and owing to the numerous rapids 
uud eddies, progress waa very alov. 

At the head of Findlay river is a lake 
known In the Indian tongue aa LakeFehu- 
tade, which being interpreted means " nar- 
row waters between mountains." This lake 
is the real source of the Mackenzie river. 
It ia between twenty-fivo and thirty milea 
long, and not naoro than a quarter of a mile 
wide, and ia enclosed by nigh mountaina. 
Around the edge of the lake are glaciera 
and the aceno ia a very pretty one. The 
mountaina rise 3,000 to C,000 feet above the 
lake, while they are some 9,000 feeb above 
the level of the eea. 

After exploring the luke, Mr. McConnell 
started on ilia homeward journey about the 
end of Auguat, and it waa none too soon, aa 
'ice began to form on the river, while on the 
Paranip the party experienced a snow storm. 

One of the principal objecta of the trip 
waa to tied if the gold rungu which croaaea 
the Omineca river extended aa fur aa the 
Findlay River. Mr. McConnell found that 
this Burmiao waa correct, aa ho found gold 
uU along the river and ita nunicroua creeks 
and tributariea. He haa brought down u 
number of specimens of rock, etc., with him, 
and expreaaed the opinion that it would pay 
prospectors to go up there. The only draw- 
back is the coat of getting auppliea in, aa 
there are no roada or oven traila. Tf only a 
trail was built numbers would, he thought, 
soon flock in. The creeks on the Omineca 
are nearly worked out now, and where there 
were at one time over 2 000 rrinera there are 
Boarcaly a doii%n to-dsy, and the few that 
are left are grumbling at the lack of com- 
munication. At present alt supplies have 
to be peeked in from the Skeena, to which 
river there is a trail, but that costs 21 cents 
per pound. There waa at one time a trail 
from- Fort MoLeod to the Omineca River, 
but that has been blocked up for some time. 

Game Mr. McConnell found in abundance, 
mooae and caribou being especially plenti- 
ful, and several were ahol by him and his 
parly. Lj'iko Tehutude ia also very plenti- 
fully stocked with trout. iUmc is especi- 
ally abundant neur the lake, aa I ho Indians 
in that district, known aa the " Sicunies," 
believe a big devil In'ea near the lake, and 
arc afraid to venture up the river. In fact, 
they warned the party not Lo go up, 
prophesying they would never return uguin. 

The country, Mr. McConnell aaya, is 
only good for mining and hunting, ua there 
ia no agricultural land, it l)(!ing too far north 
to grow anything. The weather waa very 
wot all the time tlie i)urty were out, though 
Mr. McConnell learned from the IIudaon'H 
Bay agent at Fort (Jraliain (comnioidy 
called "Bio" Hear Laki: cjutpost), the u.oal 
northerly post in thia diitl i irt, t li,a thoiif^h 
the winters are long, it ia not ho very cold. 

During the trip Mr, McC'tmncll eHtimatcii 
he travelled by canoe and on foot 1,71)0 
miles. For twenty milea they hiid to por- 
tage their canoea. The trip was nude for- 
tunately without any accident or miahup of 
any kind, and ull the party returned in 
health. Mr. McConnell hua been connected 
with the Dominion Geological .Survey for 
twelve years, and has explored a consider- 
able portion of British Columbia and the 
western part of the Northwest. Amongst 
other parta, he ha?: miirli: Kiirveys of the Yu- 
kon and M.ickeii/, o riv. rs, and so haa 
played no unimpo: I luit, |) irt in discovering 
the resourcea of I hin liiitiah Columbia of 
ours. — NowB-AdvertiBPr. 



TOWxVSENI)'^ IKKEGULARITIES. 

Iteport That a Special (irand Jury Will Bo 
Called to Consider Mutters. 

I'oitT TowNSENU, SVn., 0;b. 10.— At the 
conclusion of the prosecuting attorney's 
xamination. yesterday, it was ■announoed 
that there was not sufiScient evidence in the 
hands of the authorities to secure a convic- 
tion on the two hundred and odd cases of 
forgery recently unearthed by the experts 
In the office of the county auditor and 
shown to have been committed during 1891 
and 1S92 This somewhat peculiar state- 
ment is given out in the face of the fact that 
the county commissioners have in thoir 
possession the deposition of C. M. Sweeny, 
a former olerk of the office, oonfeaaing to 
several 'of the forgeries, and implicating N. 
W, O'Rear, at that time deputy auditor and 
now proprietor of the Morning Leader, a 
local publication. It Was rumored about 
the attcatf last night that a numerously 
signed petition haa been presented to Judge 
Ballinger requesting him to call a grand 
jury for the purpose of investigating the 
matter. This course .Is brought about by 
the fact that several citizens who were 
cd upon at the Commiaaionera' investiga- 
tion refused to taatify unless compelled to, 
and the calling of the grand jury will be for 
the piirpoao of compelling them to tell what 
they know of tho cases where their names 
were indorsed on warrants by other than 
themaelvca. It ia very evident that a grave 
iliaregard of tho law haa been shown respect- 
ing tho collection of warrants issued to 
apathetic jurymen and witnesses, and the 
County ComniiBsionera are determined to 
aift the affair to the bottom.

THE DIPFIOULTY IN INDIA. 



INVOLUNTARY TESTIMONY. 

It would be hard to find atroni^er evidence 
of the force of tho Premier's reasoning at 
tho Kamloops meeting and the strength of 
tho Govcrnment'a cauao than ia contained in 
Mondoy'a Times. After having had plenty 
of timo to review Mr. Davie's speech care- 
fully, all that the organ of the (Opposition 
had to say about it was to find fault with 
him for having read the proofs of his speech. 
This stylo of attack is characteristic ot the 
Times, but it showa both ita want of ability 
and ita want of principle. The speech ia 
l)eforo the publia to be judged on ita merits. 
No man of sense cares three straws who re- 
ported it, or who read and corrected the 
proofs. It is with the matter of the speech 
that the public are concerned. 

It seem^ thit tho editor of tho Times has 
aitached itnportance to the stories retailed 
to him by some blathering blockhead in 
the office of the Inland Sentinel. Such con 
duct, as he linows, is most unprofessional 
A printing office ia no place 'for a spy or a 
tale-bearer, and tho publisher or editor who 
makes any uae of the talea told him by a 
printing oflice aneak placea himaelf on 
level with the sneak or tho spy. 

If the Times questions the fidelity of the 
Sentinel's excellent report it will havo to 
account with the proprietor of that paper, 
ifho ia well able to take his own part. But 
thia we will say, it ia hard to imagine a 
course moaner or more unprofessional than 
that which tho Times has taken with regard 
to the Inland Sentinel's report of the Kam- 
loopa meeting. 

Yesterday evening the Timea again 
noticed the Premier's Kamloops speech. 
Ic3 article does not contain one single 
sentence of rational criticism. It merely 
repeats with emphasis its idiotic remarks 
about proof-readiog and reporting, and even 
goes 80 far as to attribute the autborehip of 
the Sentinel'a article, from which we quoted, 
to Mr. Davie. The Times gives no authority 
fjr the statements it inakea. It< ia ovi 
dently making its assertions at ran 
dom. Thla is the lowest and most 
senseless style of journalism. Instead of 
discuaging an important pubiH utterance of 
a public man, the Times insults the intelli 
genco tf ita readers hy giving them colunms 
of irrelevant traah about the authorship of a 
newspaper's report of a meeting, making ita 
rubbish still more rubbishy by mean inainua 
tions about the inte(;rity of a country con 
temporary, which haa been guilty of no 
other offenoo than of noticing tho Premier's 
speech favorably, and of stating Its impres 
sions of tho effect which that speech had on 
the audionoo. 



UNMASKED. 



Tho Organ of the Opposition gets deeper 
in the mud every timo it alludes to the in- 
crease of subsidy due this Province for the 
Indians in it that are not included In the 
census. At first it hypocritically declared 
that it wished tho Provincial Government 
might succeed in getting tho money ; it next 
made light of tho evidence which tho Prov- 
ince produces in support of its claim ; and 
now it shows the Dominion Government the 
following quirk by which it can evade the 
paymontof tho money : " Ita (tho Dominion 
Government's) self intoroat will prompt it to 
tako a stand behind tho literal 'Terms of 
Union,' which provide that the subsidy shall 
bo based on the ' decennial census,' no men- 
tion being made of the Indian Department's 
figures. " This is auggeatini? to the Dominion 
Government to stick to tho conaus, right or 
wrong, ooouroto or inaccurate. Our con- 
temporary, by making; this suggestion, 
■hows which side' it i8 on« even more oledrly 



India has lately been in a ferment about 
what appears to ua Oocidentah a very 
trivial matter. As our readers know, the 
native population of Imlia conaiats chieily 
of peopio profeaniug two religions — the 
Hindu and the Mahommedan. The Hindus 
outnumber the Mahommedans six to one, 
but as the M ihominedans were formerly the 
masters of India, they atiU consider them- 
selves the superiors of their Hindu neigh- 
bors. The feeling between Hindu and 
Mahommedan is not cordial, and it does not 
take much to set them quarrelling. The 
cow, which is aaorsd in the siCjht of the 
Hindus, but which by tho M-ihonimedana is 
ri girded merely as a waoful domeatic 
animal, was, and ia still, tho bono of conten- 
tion, 80 to speak, between the two iieoplea. 

The Mahommedans havo a holy day 
which they call Bakr Id. On that day, in 
commemoration of the deliverance of Isaac 
from tho uplifted knife of Abraham, they 
publicly sacrifice a cow. This religious rite 
is hateful in tho sight of the Hindus, and 
since thoy cannot prevent its performance 
by law, they have undertaken to make it 
impossible in several places by mob violence. 
Outrages were perpetrated in several dis- 
tricts and the Mahommedans, being inferior 
in number8,suGrered severely. Of course tho 
authorities interposed and punished the 
guilty, but tho hatred between Hindoo and 
Mahommedan is, if possible, more bitter 
than ever it was, and may break out at any 
time and produce serious results. 

This cow (juestion is considered so im- 
portant by tho Hindus that thoy have 
formed themeelvea into an unscciulion for 
the protection of the cow. Thia as- 
sociation is called the Cow Protect- 
ion Society or Gorakshini. Sabha. 
The association has branches and 
adilinted aocietiea all over the peninsula, 
and has grown into a power in tho land. It 
carries on its work, like our societies in 
the Wt.sc by means of lecturea and meet- 
ings and tracts and pamphlets. Its orators 
are peculiarly enthttsiastio. The religious 
clement is paramount in the orcaniziition ; 
tho economic side of the cow question, how- 
ever, is not neglected. 

Aa may be imagined, this organization 
keeps alive the feud between Mahommedans 
and Hindus, and its work docs not make 
for tho preservation of the peace of the 
country. 

The Mahommedans have established 
counter societies to the Cow Protection 
Society. They arc called Anjumoua-i- 
lalam. " They aro deaigned for tho educa- 
tional, literary and social or political ad- 
vancement of the Mussalmen community." 
The Times in its article on Indian affairs, 
speaking of tho late disorders, says : — 

Tho feeling between the Hindus and the 
Muhommadans has thus again grown elec- 
tric, and it is now directed by central 
nrganizitiona and possesses widely spread 
local agencies to an extent hitherto un- 
known. Aoy aeoideatal coafliot may bring 
about an e plosion — such explosiooa as have 
occurred this year In Rangooti, Behar, tho 
Northwestern Provinces, Bombay, Kathia 
wai and various native states. 



day. Dr. Lucanus, chief of his private 
binot, finds it a trying task 
to keep up with the activity of his Imperial 
master, who .openly ch affs, him if business 
be not pushed ahead rapidly enough," 

There are people who think that thia fever- 
ish activity ia quite unncceasary and that the 
Emperor would do more if he worked less. 
'I'ho most valuable quality in a -man who 
ia at the head of a great nation or u largo 
business concern of any kind, is to be able 
to choose good men as his subordinates, and 
having chosen them, to trust thom. Tho 
fuany adminiatrativo head who is prying into 
evoryono's department, and who is not 
satisfied unless some of the work entrusted 
to other men la done by himself, iu not by 
any means the most capable man, nor ia bis 
work best done. He wastes time and en- 
ergy iu doing what other men, ex- 
ports in their several depurtmcnta, 
can do much bettor than he. If l.o 
quietly gave his direotlons to men 
who were willing and able to carry 
them out und then gave himself no more 
trouble about them, he would havo 
easier timo and the work wouhl be better 
done. u 

It ia just possible that tho Emperor of 
Germany is one of the fussy men. He Is, 
most likely, not content to do the 
head work'' of his position, and he 
must potter about the details. If he took a 
few leaaona from aomo r)f tho great adminis 
trator.s of the world, I'riiin: Miiiiatera, preai 
denta of railway compuuitja, the heads of great 
liiiancial, mercantile md manufacturing con 
corns, ho would very likely learn lessons 
which, if carried into practice, would add 
greatly to his happinesa, and most 
likely prolong his life. It may 
be that ho does not posaesa thi' 
capacity to master the lesson. It ia 
not given to every man, oven if he is born 
CO rule, to be a great administrator. A 
heavy weight of reapoosibiiity crushes sonic 
men if 'hey try to carry it. They are not 
built to bei-r it. It is better for them 
not to try. lint they eomelimea do try, 
and the oi)nae(|uencea are tragical. It re- 
mains to bo seen if the Emperor of Ger- 
many's buck is broad enough and strong 
enough for the burden he is trying to carry. 
Uiamarck, who ought to be a pretty good 
judge, says it is not. Is he right } Time 
will tell.

AUSTRALIANliTEAXISHIPB.

Advices from Australia indicate that a 
hitch has occurred In tho lei^islation con- 
templating a subsidy ot £r),000 yearly from 
the Government of Queensland to ttie new 
Gunadiao-Auitralian steamship line.

fiismark Determined to Get Well iu 
Spite of the Doctor's 

Opiuions. 



Marshal Mcllahon Uyiiiff— Party Pro- 
gi'aninies in Prussia -Elec- 
tiou Prospects. 



BmiLiN, Oot. 10. — Bafore leavinR Kisaen- 
gen, Prince Rismarck received a dispatoh 
from King Humbert of Italy, offering him 
for a winter reaidenoe the royal oaatle at 
Cape Ui Monte, near Naples. Btamarck, 
although ileolining the ofTor, expressed him- 
aolf aa greutly touched by the king's kind- 
neaa. It is understood alao thut hia reply to 
the kioR'a meaaage leit the way opea to his 
future acoeptaBce of the royal hospitality. 

Biamarok's d^untleas resolution to get 
well and hia determination not to submit to 
the treatment aooorded to a dying man are 
hia molivea for refusing unusual favors from 
any quarter. Just what liia condition is it 
ia ditlioult to learn. The reports froni day 
to day are entirely contradicfory. Soino of 
his old trlenda havo ascertained, however, 
that he ia again taking a keen interest iu 

Eublio affairs. In Kissongen, last; week, 
o dictated communications which have 
reached Herr Von Benningson, leader of 
the national Liberals, Baron Wangonaoim, 
leader of the Agrarian Icigue, and several 
other politicians.

The coming acjsion of the Reichstag pro- 
piisea to tc3t the firmness of C-iprivi's posi- 
tion more than did the last one. Cue strong 
intUionce ugninat tlie Government is the 
opposition to Dr. Miquol's scheme for i.hs 
taxation on tobacco and wlneS. This may 
be enough to upset the whole project of tin- 
anoial trouble. The tob.icco tarilT ia calcu- 
lated to produce a revenue of 'lOiOOO OUO 
marks. It was denouaced by the ofliciul 
delegates to the Gnancial oonference aa sure 
to prove absolutely ruinous to the German 
tobacco industry. This condemnation in 
advance has already moved Dr. Miquel to 
revise the scheme, which, even in the modi- 
tied form, will provoke a hot coofliot. The 
next grievance of the Opposition will ba the 
new naval credits, which are now eatimated 
at 50,000,000 marka. 

The finanoiai guarantee given by the 
government last week to prop Italy's credit 
in Berlin, and the conoeaaionB offered to 
Roaaia'in the preaent negottationa for a 
treaty of commerce, rendera Caprivi uneasy 
and hia opponents furiously suspicious. A 
manifest iaaued and signed by Huron Wan- 
grenheim for the Agrarian league says : 
"Although the Agrarians supported Count 
Von Caprivi on the military question they 
recognize in him hia incompetence to deal 
with vital economic questions. Tlie truth 
ought to bo told the Kmperor that the 
Agrarians mean, if possible, to end Count 
Von Caprivi'a bureaucratic regime. The 
price demanded by the Ayrariana tor their 
continued support of the govorniiient ia the 
abandonment of the coinincrciul negotia- 
tions with Russia, and the reduction of the 
concessions to Austria, Uungury laul Italy." 

Most of the party progriimmes for the 
general election in Pruaain havo been pub 
lished. The free Conservatives have issued 
a notably Agrarian manifesto to the Prussian 
electors. It says that bad harvoata and low 
prices, together with the reduction of tlic 
grain tariff, have ruined agriculture and 
havo spread the socialist and radical discon- 
tent to the point of demoralizing trade and 
menacing the social life of the country. 
The return to the protective tariff and the 
rallying of conservative men around the 
Government, says the manifesto, is the sole 
remedy for the threatening evils. The 
Clerical election manifesto demands sectar- 
ian schools, the readmiesion of Lhe C.itholio 
societies expelled during the Kulturkampf 
from the Empire, increased salaries 
for minor officiala and the betterment 
of the condition of the v^^kingmen. 
Impartial forecasts indicate that the 
prevent balance of party power will be bat 
little changed by the elections. The Antl- 
semitea arc counting aovon districts ugainat 
the Conservatives and tlie fiational r^iborala 
nnd nuy capture four of them. The Sucial- 
i'ts ;;re doing nothing. 

The committefi of cavalry umpires met 
here on Friday, with General Von Krosigk 
presiding. There was an animated diacus- 
aion of the recent macu^uvres, which will 
probably lead to notable changes in the 
Clvalry drill. It waa agreed that the raid- 
ing of the enemy's country in the American, 
style would not work in Europe, as the 
troops oottld be out oflf too easily from tlieir 
base of operations. The comniitteo will pre- 
pare areport referring to tiiedrillregulationa. 
Another military reform, under discuaaion, 
is the completion of i\ system of strategic 
canals which will carry unimunitinn, war 
materials, wounded priaonera, etc, by way 
of rivers directly to lieilin, Breolau and 
other diatricta on tlie Vistula. The cumila 
will be more eaaily defended and lesH easily 
damaged than ruiUvaya, and can be uied to 
facilitate operations at home. 

The villuge.s on Ihi! Husso (iorman and 
Austro-(Jerm m frontiers are crowded with 
Ilcbresv fiuniliea who have been expelled 
from Uii.saia, anil are eager, but powerless, 
to eniigmte lo the United Slates. All are 
abaoiulely destitute and miserable. .Nlen 
and -Vdinen prostrate themRclves before 
travollens and beg for bread and money. 

Marshal MoMahon, formerly president of 
the French republic, is suffering from an 
attack of acute bronchiii?, and his condition 
ia serious. The latest bulletin says he is in 
a comatoaa condition, that his life is slowly 
ebbing away, and death ia only a question 
of daya. 

The oorreapondent ot the London Times 
at Simla aays, in regard to the atory from 
Cabul, that the ocourreneeaimply oonaistcd 
in the ahooting of an oiHoer by an orderly, 
the orderly being aubsequently executed. 
The report that eleven Sepoys were blown 
from guns ia denied. 

Three Anarchist workingmen living in 
Zabedov were arrested to-day for trying to 
blow uj) a railway train near Bidsohow, 
Bohemia. 



NJr TO 15K ANiNEXKD. 

Mcxioo Is Not Disposed to I'art With the 
Southern renlnauhv of CiiUl'orula, 

Wasiiinoton, Ojt. 9. — Minister Romero 
waa aaked to-day for details of the reported 
sale of the Southern peninsula of California 
to u syndicate that had in view its ultimate 
annexation to the United States. M. Romero 
said that so far as ho know there was abso- 
lutely no foundation for the report, Ooly 
recently lie had been instructed liy hia Gov- 
ernment to deny u sindlar story and had 
reason to believe that the policy of his Gov- 
ernment aa then outlined, and which waa 
but a continuance of its policy for many 
years, did not contemplate parting with 
Southern California under any oironmstances 
was still in force. 

San Fkanoisco, Oet. 9. — A representa- 
tive of the Mexioaa Land Go,, who ia in the 
city, was seen this evening and asked if be 
had heard the report that Lower California 
had been purchased by tho United States 
government. The company with which the 
gentleman is connected has a grant of 18,- 
000,000 acres from tho Mexican government, 
and ho stated the reported purchase had no 
foundation whatever. "This report," he 
said, " may possibly refer to what ia known 
as tho Hale concession of one and oiio half 
million aorta below us ; but na for our aec- 
lion, wo have no idea of selling, and any- 
how, we could mako no sale without the 
consent of tho Mexican government." 

LoNiio.v, Oct. 10. — The representative in 
this city of the United I'rees to-day saw 
Baron de Worms in connootion with the 
atory that a syndicate bad purchased Lower 
C.»lifornia from the Mexic.\n Government 
with tho intention of shortly having that 
country incorporated in the Ameriea.n union 
Baron do Worms' name is mentioned in the 
atory as one of tho leaders of the movement. 
When questioued to-day on tho s-abjeot he 
said he had never heard of tho syndicate, 
and the report that he waa in any way con- 
Uv'cted with it waa entirely unfounded. 

FfiENOH AfikV SENSATIOK. 

fiusignatlon of General Hathelln CauBes 
Great Uneaalneas. 

London', Oot. 10. — Tho Chronicle's cor- 
respondent at Paris aays : Tho unexpected 
resignation of Gen. Matholin, commander 
of the Fifteenth army corps, who, in tho 
ordinary course, would have taken command 
of a French campaign against Italy, has 
oiused a sensation in Government and army 
circles. This feeling, the correspondent, 
says, has been increased by a telegram from 
Marseilles to Les Jour, which telegram the 
authorities caused to bo suppreescd, stating 
that in higher military circles no surpriao 
would be felt if tho Italian troops should 
pass tho frontier to-morrow. Tho telegram 
also said Gen. Mathelia--, owing to tho con- 
dition of his health, did iMt feel equal to 
tho taak with which ho would bo confronted 
if the Alpine outpoata w«\3 doubled. It 
aaid further that the attitude of the oflioera 
andaien toward Italy had become so aggrea- 
aive that even Germany .waa oounaeling 
calmness and prudence. The correspondent 
adds that probably the reports of nnti- 
Italian feeling are aoniewbat exaggerated, 
but he siys it ia difficult m imagine a great- 
er unpleasantness short of positive hostili- 
ties than now exists between France and 
I'uly. Gen. Vaulgrenant will succeed Gen. 
Matholin.

ITALIAN URKDIT. 

French Bankers Place the (iovernment in a 
Very .Vwkward Position. 

Bkulin, Oct. 10. — While Prince Bismarck 
absorbs an interest which never tirea of the 
minutest detail regarding him, othcial and 
diplomatic attention haa been directed to 
the critical financial condition of Italy, and 
the probable effect of this condition on her 
relations to tho Triple Alliance, Recently 
tho position of the Italian Government waa 
so uncertain that a Berlin ayndicate hesi- 
tated to advance the 40.000,000 marks 
necessary for the payment of the Jannary 
coupons, French financiers, doubtless in- 
cited by the Carnot Government, had sud- 
denly placed the Italian treasury in on 
awkward predicament.

SPAIN AND TANttlER. 

Franciscan Brothers to Act Aa Mediators Be- 
tween the Contending Feoples. 

MAnuiD, Oct. 10. — Abbe Lcrchundi, Supe- 
rior of the lEijunciscan order at Tangier, had 
a long confBtonce with the Spanish foreign 
minister yesterday, and will return to Africa 

at onco with ecorot instructions from tho 

(Iovernment. Five Francii-can hrotlier.-', 
acquainted with tho Monriiih laiigoagi; and 
cu.aloma, have already gone lo Mulilhk to 
act as chaplains lo the Sfianiah troops. 
Abbe Lernluiiidi sayalhat the Moorish au- 
thorities in Tangier and Fez disapprove the 
action ot the ICibylea. Tho oulhreuU of 
tho trihe-nien ia attributed to the intrigues 
of the notorious Moorish agitator, Maymou, 



Berlin, Oot. 10. — When the train beoring 
Prince Bismarck and hia party arrived at 
Freiderioharuhe, in reply to numeroua in- 
quiries, the veteran ex-Chancollor exclaimed: 
"We are all here, thank God, and I feel 
batter already." Only the head forester 
and tho oflioials had boon adndtted to the 
atation. Two carriages were waiting for 
the Biamarok party. The Prince walked 
unaided to the firat one, and Dr. Schwen- 
inger took his place in it beaido hia patient. 
Dr. Chrysander and tho Princeaa entered 
tho other. Bismarck laid hia stick, which 
he had brought in his hand from Kisaingen, 
across hia kuees, pulled down bis great cloth 
cip and called to the coachman to go ahead. 
As the people of the neighborhood hud been 
rec^ueated not to come to the atation only 
about 50 peraona were wailing behind the 
station to see the Prince drive away, and 
thoy refrained from making any signs of 
recognition. 

The firemen of the Biamarok estate bad 
come out with torches and formed about 
twenty yards apart on the road from the 
atation to the castle to light the party home. 
They wore silent and diaperaed us soon ua tho 
I'rinco reached homo. The order ugainat 
making a demoDijtralion, which might i Hect 
Bismarck, was obeyed wiUi military exact- 
ness in every respect. 

Shortly after mi''.u|ght, i)r. (Jhrysindor 
loft the oastli) aud went to the reslaiirant 
opposite to got lunch and a glass of beer. 
At the table ho described to a United Press 
reporter tho moat interesting incidents of 
the journey. " We reached Eisenach at 
2:45 and slopped there eight minute.s," he 
aaid. " The diatriot governor, Dr. Kncken, 
met us and greeted tho Princo in tho name 
of the Grand Duke of Saxo-Weimer. 
lla spoke most warmly and wished 
the Prince a speedy and complete 
recovery. Although the platform had 
been closed tti the public, the atation 
was crowded, mostly with high officials and 
the largo land ownera of the district. The 
prince, until then, had lain back in his scat 
and said little. Ho rose quickly, however, 
to accept a huge bouquet from o young lad^ 
and stood bowing to the people in the wait- 
ing rooira and on the platform. Cheer after 
cheer waa qiven for him, and tho enthusiasm 
of tho crowd seemed to do him good. As 
eoon aa dinner was brought to ua from tho 
atation restaurant, the train started, amid 
tremenaous cheering. At Goettingen the 
princo talked with three olficera of tho gur- 
riaon and accepted aeveral l)0U(|ueta from 
ladies. Wo stopped but a moment at Han- 
over. The station waa crowded and tho 
cheering was incessant, but ithe prince waa 
too tired to make any response. Ho did not 
even rise to show hin]Kelf. " 

Dr. Schweninger aaid that Bismarck's 
fear of tlie j )uriiey had effected him unfav- 
orably. He had been very apprehenaivo 
lest the f.iligue would cause a relapse, and 
had lost alei p and streuglh on account of his 
dread of the results. Aa the journey had 
advanced, however, tho Prince found that 
ho was none the worao for it. and had gained 
coulidence so rapidly that when he reached 
Freiderioharuhe, after 11 hours ou'the train, 
he had stepped more briskly and hnd felt 
fresher than when at the station at Kieain- 
gcn. According to Dr. Sohweninger'a 
account, Biamarok ia now erect when be 
Htanda or walka. He has lost the ahnnken 
appearance which was noticeable a week or 
ten days'aso and looka aa he did before hia 
illncas. His face, however, has grown thin 
and wrinkled.

I almost foci like saj-iiig-, "For whiit 
vro arc about to receive (in the way of 
fall styles) let us bo duly thankful," for 
now that the season has really opened 
.and we see what wo are to wear we find 
the fasliiou so nnich jnoro moderate than 
wo had feared tliat there is reason for 
thankfulnesH. The imported Rowna, the 
most of them direct from Worth, are 
lield up to us as the models from which 
all others should bo copied. And tlioso 
.gowns, though in many instances odd 
and (jnaint, are still very pretty and 
.abovo all .stylish. 

Ono fjown more curious than beautiful 
to my taste was of corded wool in a snulT 
brown, with rush green iinderweave, 
which showed in the folds as a chanf^o- 
ablo elTt'c-t,and had a plain enipii-o .skirt. 
At the waist lino there was aduep, circu- 
lar band c )f t ho cloth, and this was topped 
by another of the same material, and 
both were bound stiffly with olive green 
velvet. Around the waiat line and twice 
aronnd the bust were narrow rolls of tlio 
velvet. The gigot sleeves had three stiLY-

ened caps of the dress goods, each bound 
with the velvet and starting &om under 
another roll of velvet. This dress was 
mnch admired for its daring novelty, and 
no donbt will be reproduced in several 
ways. 

Another very handsome imported 
model gown was of changeable twill, all 
' of wool and in two tones of heliotrope, 
with jnst a suspicion of gold and green 
showing as ii delicate bloom as it changed 
lights by movement. The skirt was a 
plain empire without gores, moderately 
full at the bottom. The skirt had a nar- 
row flounco all around under a heading 
of Persian embroidery, except on the 
right side, where it was cnt higher to 
form a simulated loop. The corsage was 
a work of art. The back was cut straight 
across, without seam, and piped at the 
bottom. Tnero was a white crape vest 
in front with lapping bands of the dress 
material. These were double berthas, 
each bordered with Persian work. Tho 
sleeves were h\ry;o gigots confined by 
gathers in the middle. 

Heliotrope, with quite a decided crim- 
son reflection, is often seen among tho 
new goods, both in wool and silk, and 
black shot with violet is also shown a in o n g 
the novelties. But of all the shot silks 
and wools that with gold as ono of tlie 
colors is tho handsomest. It is w.arm 
and pleasing. Bed and black also make 
a rich combination. 

These goods are now being shown lav- 
ishly and as rapidly jiurchased in spite 
of hard times, for women must dress 
and men must weep in this instance. 
Among the latest importations from 
abroad there are several novelties in 
tufted effects. They are woven in such 
a manner as to resemble velvet, tliougli 
entirely of wool. They are two toned, and 
tho tuft.s aro of curled mohair in dilEer- 
ent colors, though these aro generally 
black or very dark on lighter grounds. 

There are many new lines of basket 
weave che\nots with tufted strijies, ;uid 
these are ofteii .seen in tho mo.st .strikiuLr 
combinations of colors, which are toned 
down by the tufted stripe. All tlio 
tufted goods, however, are not striped, 
for I noticed several where the tufts 
bobbed up in irregular spots. Tliey an- 
aptly but iaelegantly styled nigL;t'rhead 
tufts and may rcsemblo a lot of wooly 
littlo pates bobbing up out of a shal- 
low pond. The cheviots have run riot 
this season and have overstcpix.-d the 
bounds of their old consei'\-ativo quiet- 
ness. Wo find them now with riuli 
changing tints and all sorts of figures 
made by lulled mohair, stripes, checks 
and snowflakes, but it makes no differ- 
ence how a cheviot is disguised — it ia al- 
ways solid value. 

There are serges, too, that aro dis- 
guised under tho ubiquitous tuft and tho 
changeable effect. Theseare all wool and 
are very durable. Formerly the change- 
able effect was wrought by silk, but it 
was found th;it the wool threads rasped 
tho silk so that it was not durable. JIo- 
■hair is as glo.ssy as tho silk and stronger. 
Tho coa.st guard serges are excellent for 
good solid use and have sevwal new 
qnalitir« to recommend them this sea- 
son. Thoy aro in all the latest shades. 
There is ii long list of woolens in solid 
colors, and a tiuantity of plain diagonal 
wools in two tones and in solid colors. 
There are some exquisite printed honri- 
ettea w^ich have flowers so perfect that 
one feels like smelling them'. Tlie flow- 
ers aro often seen in chenoy sillt designs 
with that same mysterious hazy outline. 

There is also another new goods, called 
Scot's, cloth, in dork colors or neutral 
shades. It is rough, rugged and coarse, 
but firm, and a costume of this would bo 
viM-y stylish and also useful. It is a 
species of tweed, and it is said to bo rain- 
proof. Crystal poplins are also display- 
ed as novelties, and there really seems 
to be no limit to the variety, but there 
always has been and always will he ono 



great objection to poplin. .It is harsh, 
and the (Severest dressmaker , cannot 
make it hang gracefully, and it is not 

durable, and it also wrinkles with tho 
damp and shrinks frightfully if wet. 

Every season a feeler is thrown out to 
seo if women will buy, but wo see so lit- 
tlo of it now that wo wonder what be- 
comes of it. Last season there were 
some violent plaids. This year the 
tones are delicate and all the colors well 
chosen, and tho designs are good, but 
poplin is simply impossible. This) year 
it is called crystal poplin. Last year it 
was French. There are, however, a few' 
plaid reps poplins, with a generous ad- 
mixture of silk to bring out tho pattern, 
and these aro really handsome, and they 
look as if they might bo free from tho 
objection to plain poplin. These re- 
semble tho toilo du Nord of last winter 
somewhat. 

In silks we have satins of all styles, 
from the rich brocade to the satin duch- 
ess and plain faced satin. Tho satin 
duchess will bo tho prime favorite. 
Somo of the designs aro very rich. I 
noticed 'one of changeable green and 
wood brown, with two narrow black 
stripes sot closo together and repeated ev- 
ery two inches. .Sometimes there is a 
group of tlireo narrow stripes closo to- 
getlicr, which, being set two or threi 
inches from tlu! ne.xtgroup, form the pat- 
tern. Theroaronumbersof designs where 
tho stripes aro alternately black and 
white, each stripo as wide as the other. 
These black and white striped satins will 
be very much worn for elegant dinner and 
evening gowns, lavishly trinmied with 
jet and lace, principally black. 

Tho taffetas in cbnmelcon colors are as 
liopular as ever, perhaps more so. Ono 
design (mIIciI the oii;;l r.'proiluces tl 
gorgeous beauty of that jewel in n 
poso and break's into v.'onderful lights 
and gleams of hidden lire and color as it 
is moved. Tho poau du soio in stripes, 
tiny -svatteaii designs, is very rich and 
elegant and will bo a favorite silk for 
evening. Tho most of the silks an- 
woven much wider than brioi.! on ac- 
count of tho manner in whicli skirts are 
now cut. There are many designs of 
rich and heavy changeable twilled sill^s 
and arinuri!, tricot or basket weaves 
where tho twLi colors show and with tiie 
ininuto dots or squares of the dai'ker 
color thrown up on the stirface. There 
aro some few silks with stri))es of plush, 
and others with a low tnl'ted ( (i'ecr, and 
there are very heavy ribbed silks for eui- 
piro gowns iind rich wraps and cloaks. 

My own impression is that there will 
be more plaid worn this seasf)n than 
plain color, with tho exception of black. 
There aro some plaids so large that a 
width of the gooils scarcely sutlices to 
display tho pattern. There are others 
more mode.st, and a favorite plaid is one 
made by narrow dark lines on a neutral 
tint ground— for instance, a dark brown 
over fawn, tan, biege or mode, or a sort 
of mixture combining all tho heather 
tints. This stylo of jdaid comes under 
tho head of shepherd's plaid, but it is 
really not strictlj' one, as shepherd's 
plaids aro alwa3'3 in fine checks, not over 
an eighth of an inch, with a thread or so 
forming another check above that in 
larger size. 

A tailor finished fall walking gown 
shows tho best way to make these plaids. 
They aro cut on the straight, while tho 
very large plaids are almost always cnt 
bias. Tho suit I have in mind had a plain 
seven gored skirt, with tho back bretulth 
gathered at tho top. There was no un- 
der cor.sage, but a coat basque took its 
place. This was cut full in tho skirt 
irart and was tailor stitched around the 
bottom, and it was lined with change- 
able taffeta all through. In front it was 
cut away, leaving a vestof the same, fas- 
tened with black velvet buttons. Tho 
high collar and revers were of black vel- 
vet, and there was a narrow band of the 
same at the bottom of the sMrt. 

I saw another suit made after this 
model without any other trimming than 
tailor stitching. The velvet trimming 
was a little more dressy, but tho neat tai- 
lor stitching was more stylish. The vest 
could be of other material, like white 
cloth tmd with flat gold buttons, or it

It 
was I'reniier Wekcrlta' aUilftil reply to this 
attack thu.t drew from the Ivnperor liia sanc- 
tion of tho marriage laiv lefornia. Tho de- 
bate laaled until to-day, cldaing with an- 
other ."iiei'cli from tho I'niiiier, wiio.sc 
deolarationa wcie received with great en- 
tliuaianri. C>)unt Ajipoiiyi's ni'itioii was re- 
jected by a large ini jority. One roault of 
this contest benvef^n the miniatry and the 
Nationnlibta will bo to atreugtlieii tile Cov- 
ernnient aiateriuliy as well as tho Liberal 
majority. 

Bebuk, Oot, 10.— Tlie news of the Hun- 
garian Uovernmunt'a victory ovev the Na- 
tionalists in the Lower House, in the divi-

Tlic following resolutions were unani- 
mously carried : Resolved, That this 
eeting of delegates from thu Mainland, in 
invention aa^eiiibled at Kandoopa, send 
greeting to the inhabitants of Vancouver 
Island und cordially invito them to unite 
with us in our dumund for just, economical 
and reapouaiblo government. 

Whereas a petition haa been pre- 
sented to tho (ioveruor-G Jneral praying Hia 
Excellency to veto an act authorizing the 
building of tho new Parliament buildings so 
that it shall have no force or eflect until 
and unless it be assented to by the majority 
in a Bouse fairly representative. 

R^olved, That this convention here- 
by espresses its warm approval of the 
actioa of tho constitutional league in the 
matter of aaid petition; that tliia conven- 
tion condemns tue action of the Govern- 
ment in failing .,to re-adjust the pres- 
ent repreeentation of the country be- 
fore proceeding with legislation imposing 
heavy financial burdens on the Province. 

Rtsolvid, That this convention desires to 
put upon record its emphatic opinion that 
no legislation liinding lliu I'roVluio to any 
cxpunditure, other than that necessary to 
tho carrying out of the ordinary work of 
the country, should be passed by the pre- 
sent Parliament. 

Reaolvcd, That in any readjustment of 
the repreetntation of tho country wo are of 
opinion that the present number of repre- 
sentatives, thirty-three, is outside the limit 
for the represenltttion of our present white 
population. 

Reaolvod, That this convention call the at 
tention of the electors to the fact that as our 
present Legislature is not fairly representa- 
tive of the people, it has no moral right to 
legislate for them; and further, that it is 
pledged to re-adjust the representation. 

Yet, in the faoe of these facts, the Pre- 
mier of the Province has publicly declared 
it to be the Intention of the Government to 
build certain railways at the cost of the 
people and make a present of them to 
unknown parties masquerading as railway 
coir.panies. 

This convention ufBrms that any railway 
built wholly or in greater part by public 
money, should bo tho property of tno public 
and should bo kept tree from promoters' 
fees and ptr^ent agrs. 

Resolved, That the roprcHcntation should 
bo divided into three classca, eacli having a 
ratio of population to tho number of its 
own, tno claincs being: lat, city cnuati- 
tucnciefl ; '2n(l, diatricta contiguoua to 
cities ; ,'!rd, rural outlying districts, 

Reaolved, that this convention earnestly 
calls upon the elecf.ors of tho Province to or- 
ganize in anticipation of an early election. 

That .Mesiia. Twigge, O'Haru and tho 
secretary be a committee to attend to tho 
preparation of a copy of the resolutions to 
bo road to-nlghb from tho platform at the 
public meeting. 

This ended the convention of the Consti- 
tutional league, 

A public meeting was held at 7:30 thia 
evening in Ravens hall, Mr. Semlin, M.P.P.. 
being chairman. Major-General Twigge 
read the resolutions passed by the league, 
and Mr. Cotton was then introduced 
to the audience. Speeches were made 
by Mcsars. Cotton, Brown and Forster, of 
Nanaimo, denouncing tho policy of the 
Government, and sustainins; the action of 
the Constitutional League. 

-Mr. Walktrr, of Chilliwack, arrived after 
the convention was closed.

THE "MONTSEBBAT" LIBELLED. 

Charge That Her First Ofllcer Bled Tbrongh 
the Captain's Neglect to Get 
Medical Help. 

San Fua>x'Isco, Oot. 10, — The Hawaiian 
steamer Montserrut ia in court. She was 
libelled, this morning, by tho widow of her 
ex-chief officer, and Captain D. 0. Black- 
burn will havo to answer the charge. The 
Montacrrat ia well-known owing to her 
blackbirding exftursiona to the Gilbert 
Islands. She left hero a couplo of months 
ago for Nanuiii.o, B. C, to loud coal for San 
Francisco. When off Bodega Head, Chief 
Ollicer Holmes fell down the main hatch, 
fractured hia skull and broke his arm. 
There waa no medicine ohest on board, and 
Captain Blackburn was asked to run back 
to San Fruncibco. This he refused to do, 
and it took live days and twenty hours to 
reach Nanaimo. In the meantime the first 
officer sank, and a few bonrs after the 
steamer came to anchor, died. The widow 
now asserts that his death was caused by 
Captain Blackburn's negligence, and she 
libels tho ship for §10,000, and each of tho 
dead mate's children ask for ?2,000. 



DETAINED IMMIGBANTS. 

Tlie.Stearaer Russia, Held as a Cholera .Snspect, 
to Be Released by the Anthorltles. 

Nbw York, Oct. 9.— Health Officer Jen- 
kina hus issued the following: "The num- 
b' r of pasaengera removed from tho steam- 
shij) Russia was 283. They were taken to 
Hofrmaa Island this afternoon, where 
they were bathed and lodged in 
tho dormitories. These paaaengera were 
taken from steerage compartnienta four 
and five, where moat of tKo cabea 
occurred. To-morrow tho balance of 
120 in number, will bo taken to Hoffman 
laland, where they will bo subjected 
to tho aamo regulations us tlio others. 
All of tho pasaoigers have been in- 
spected twice daily by the health, 
ofiioer or one of his deputies. All am 
well." 

Nkw Vouk, Oot, 10.— From present indi- 
cations the Hamburg-American steamer 
Rus'.ia, which has been held at quarantine 
us a cholera auapect, will be allowed to pro- 
ci cd to her dock to-morrow. All were re- 
ported well this morning on board tho ship, 
as well as at Hoirman and Swinburne 
islands. Dr. Byron haa not mudo known 
the result of his bucteriological examina- 
tion, and it ia believed it would prove a 
negative. The crew of the Rnasia, tho firat 
and second cabin paaaongers, and some 
steerage pafsengcrs who were in other com- 
partments than those in which tho fatal 
cases of illness occurred, are still on board 
tho ship, und it, is doubtful if any of them 
except tho ateerupo passengers, the re- 
mainder ot whom will bo reinoved to-duy, 
will bo taken to Hoffman island at all. 
Those on the island may be hold for a day 
or 80 longer than those aboard the ship as 
au additional precaution. The bacterio- 
logical examination in thecaseof the woman 
who died at Swinburn has proved negative. 
Thia is the seventh day since the last case, 
which was isolated, without new develop- 
ments.
